A three county adviso^-y com­ 
mittee on vocational education 
meeting at Bay de Noc Commu­ 
nity College Wednesday night 
moved to pursue vocational edu­ 
cation actively on a shared­ 
time basis. 


It also created a subcommit­ 
tee to ask the positions of the 
K-12 school district boards of 
education on vocational educa­ 
tion and that of the board of 
trustees of Bay de Noc College. 


Joseph Hampton, educational 
consultant of the Delta-School- 
craft Intermediate District, pre­ 
sided at the meeting and the 
speaker was Robert Pangman 
of the Vocational Division of the 
Michigan Department of Edu­ 
cation, Lansing. 


Pangman counseled the group, 
made up of teachers and school 
administrators of Delta, School- 
creft and Menominee counties, 
to pursue vocational education 
on a shared-time basis at this 
time as most realistic and as an 
evolutionary step toward possi­ 
ble later creation of vocational 
education skill centers like those 
being created to serve more 
populous 
districts 
in 
Lower 
Michigan. 


Immediate Use 


The shared-time principle in­ 
volves the use of whatever vo­ 
cational education courses and 
facilities are available by stu­ 
dents from other schools in the 
area which lack such resources, 
Pangman said. This system per­ 
mits almost immediate offering 
of some courses in job training, 
whereas providing such instruc­ 
tion in new vocational schools 
involves millage elections, ap­ 
proval by the State Department 
of Education, construction and 
other problems. 


Pangman 
said 
that 
other 
areas of the Upper Peninsula 
are more advanced than the 
Menominee - Delta - School­ 
craft area in the organization of 
shared-time vocational educa­ 
tion. 


Supt. Luther Barrett of the 
Escanaba Area School District 
cited a difficulty of even the 
shared-time program. He said 
that Father Vincent Oulette, ad­ 
ministrator of Holy Name High 
School, had asked that Escanaba 
Area High School share its vo­ 
cational education facilities next 
fall with Holy Name and that 
“we don’t have enough now for 
our own students.*' 


Drop Out Problem 


Pangman said the current 
emphasis on vocational educa­ 
tion comes from the number of 
American public school students 
who drop out of school without 
having learned any job skills. 
Three per cent of students are 
lost each year from the first 
through ninth grades, for a total 
of 30 per cent, 27 out of 100 
ninth graders don’t finish high 
school and less than half get 
any schooling after high school. 
In a country where young peo­ 
ple have got to compete for 
jobs and where the best school­ 
ed get the best jobs, this is a 
great handicap for too many 
young people, said Pangman. 


He said that vocational edu­ 
cation can be provided in any 
one of three major ways: 


1, At skill centers like that 
operated 
downstate 
by 
the 
Genesee 
(Flint) 
Intermediate 


School District. (There are 12 
such centers downstate now and 
more are planned,) 


2, In Community 
colleges 
serving high school students 
with vocational education. Bay 
de Noc does this for four high 
schools in the area, including 
Manistique Area High School. 


3, By developing a vocational 
training program in one high 
school and making it available 
to other high schools in the area. 
Menominee’s new high school is 
doing this.

It also created a subcom m it­ 
tee to ask the positions of the 
K-12 school district boards of 
education on vocational educa­ 
tion and that of the board of 
trustees of Bay de Noc College. 
Joseph Hampton, educational 
consultant of the Delta-School- 
craft Interm ediate District, pre­ 
sided at the meeting and the 
speaker was Robert Pangm an 
of the Vocational Division of the 
Michigan D epartm ent of Edu­ 
cation, Lansing. 
Pangm an counseled the group, 
made up of teachers and school 
adm inistrators of Delta, School­ 
craft and M enominee counties, 
to pursue vocational education 
on a shared-tim e basis at this 
time as most realistic and as an 
evolutionary step tow ard possi­ 
ble later creation of vocational 
education skill centers like those 
being created to serve more 
populous 
districts 
in 
Lower 
Michigan. 
Immediate Use 
The shared-tim e principle in­ 
volves the use of w hatever vo­ 
cational education courses and 
facilities are available by stu­ 
dents from other schools in the 
area which lack such resources, 
Pangm an said. This system per­ 
mits almost im m ediate offering 
of some courses in job training, 
whereas providing such instruc­ 
tion in new vocational schools 
involves millage elections, ap­ 
proval by the State D epartm ent 
of Education, construction and 
other problems. 
Pangm an 
said 
that 
other 
areas of the Upper Peninsula 
are more advanced than the 
Menominee - Delta - School­ 
craft arca in the organization of 
shared-tim e vocational educa­ 
tion. 
Supt. L uther B arrett of the 
Escanaba Area School District 
cited a difficulty of even the 
shared-tim e program. He said 
that Father Vincent Oulette, ad­ 
m inistrator of Holy Name High 
School, had asked that Escanaba 
Area High School share its vo­ 
cational education facilities next 
fall with Holy Name and that 
“we don’t have enough now for 
our own students.” 
Drop Out Problem 
Pangm an 
said 
the 
current 
emphasis on vocational educa­ 
tion comes from the num ber of 
American public school students 
who drop out of school without 
having learned any job skills. 
Three per cent of students are 
lost each year from the first 
through ninth grades, for a total 
of 30 per cent, 27 out of IOO 
ninth graders don’t finish high 
school and less than half get 
any schooling after high school. 
In a country where young peo­ 
ple have got to compete for 
jobs and where the best school­ 
ed get the best jobs, this is a 
great handicap for too many 
young people, said Pangm an. 
He said that vocational edu­ 
cation can be provided in any 
one of three m ajor ways:

Getting a ma,1or league team back in Mil­ 
waukee is something that should have been done 
long ago.

It appears, on the basis of this statement, 
that the Commissioner is using a “technicality” 
to let McLain off the hook.

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Wallace's Third Party 
Loses Strength In U.S.

ATLANTA. Ga. (AP) - Two 
years ago, George Wallace of 
Alabama won a place on the 
baUot of all 50 states as a third 
party candidate for president. 


He did it tturou^ the efforts of 
a group of state organizations 
using various names, but re­ 
ferred to generally as the Amer­ 
ican Independent party (AIP). 


At the peak of his campaign, 
there was speculation that Wal­ 
lace’s organization conceivably 
could form the nucleus of a ma­ 
jor permanent third party offer­ 
ing state and local candidates 
and competing with Republi­ 
cans and Democrats in some 
states. 


Party Suffering 


As the 1970 elections draw 
closer, however, the AIP, al­ 
most everywhere, is suffering 
from a lack of fimds, a lack of 
organization and from intra-par­ 
ty squabbles. Its chances, ac­ 
cording to a national survey by 
The Associated Press, of elect­ 
ing anything more than a hand­ 
ful of local and>or state officials 
are extremely remote. 


In many cases where candi­ 
dates are being offered this 
year, party spokesmen acknowl­ 
edge that they have little hope 
of winning. Even in the five 
Southern states which Wallace 
carried in 1968, AIP activity is 
either fragmented or nonexist­ 
ent.

gress, Gene Leggett of New 
Bern and Lynwood Bullock of 
Greensboro. 


TTie Ohio party also has two 
announced candidates—both of 
them for governor and both bat­ 
tling for control of the party. 
H ie candidates are Robert W. 
Annable of Parma Heights, a 
Cleveland suburb, and Edwin G. 
Lawton of Columbus. Both are 
attempting to have the other’s 
name stricken from the ballot. 


In California, the fight is be­ 
tween William F. Shearer of 
San Diego, a consultant in politi­ 
cal 
management, 
and 
Keith 
Greene of San Francisco, a used 
car salesman. Greene is recog 
nized as chairman by the secre­ 
tary of state, and is Wallace’ 
man. 


Dissension In Ranks 


Both have filed as candidates 
for governor, with the winner 
expected to take a firm grasp of 
the party reins. Shearer has 
running mates 
for 
lieutenant 
governor, secretary of state and 
U.S. ^ n a tc . 


The American party of Texas 
not only has had dissension in 
its own ranks, but difficulties 
with Wallace headquarters as 
well. 


Bard Logan of San Antonio re­ 
signed as state chairman in 
January, declaring that “Wal­ 
lace wanted to control the state 
of Texas and resisted any effort 
to organize state parties on the 
precinct and county level.” 


In some states, such as Penn­ 
sylvania and Iowa, the AIP may 
attempt to ruin write-in candi­ 
dates. 


Party activity elsewhere is 
varied. Some examples: 


Harvey H. Wilder of Hagers­ 
town, Md., has announced for 
the Senate seat now held by Jo­ 
seph D, Tydings, a Democrat, 
and party officials say candi­ 
dates for governor and other 
state offices will be announced. 


But Lawrence B. Scalley, ex- 
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ecutive secretary and genera! 
counsel for the Maryland party, 
mentioned one problem which 
apparently has plagued the AIP 
everywhere. “We got 30 cents in 
the mail the other day,” he 
said. 


Indiana Candidates 


AIP officials in Indiana say 
they will offer candidates for 
secretary of state, state treasur­ 
er and state auditor, as well as 
local offices. In Missouri, candi­ 
dates have announced for the 
U.S. Senate, the U.S. House and 
one legislative seat, but chair­ 
man Elmer Smith says this is 
just to keep the party on the 
ballot. 


Thei'e are other candidates 
and potential candidates scat­ 
tered throughout the states, and 
in a few instances—Idaho and

grass roots up. 


Idaho has AIP chairmen in 34 
of the state’s 44 counties and 
plans an assembly in June to 
endorse candidates.

Although the Milwaukee Brewers, Inc., are 
guilty of none of the piracy which surrounded 
the shift of the Braves to Atlanta and have con­ 
ducted an “above board” approach to obtaining 
a franchise for Milwaukee, the legal and legis­ 
lative maneuvers certainly complicate the shift 
of the team. 
In all probability, t h e anti-trust suit in 
Washington combined with Congressional action 
and the suit of outfielder Curt Flood challeng­ 
ing baseball’s reserve clause are going to bring 
major changes to the legal framework under 
which the “game” operates. 
*

The McLain case is another matter. 
While the star pitcher’s return to action 
In July undoubtedly will lift the fortunes of the 
Detroit Tigers, the Commissioner’s action im­ 
posing a mere 90-day suspension appears hard­ 
ly more than a slap on the wrist considering the 
circumstances specified in the commissioner’s 
own statement: 
“In January, 1967. McLain played an en­ 
gagement at a bar in Flint, Mich., and there 
became acquainted with certain gamblers said to 
be involved in bookmaking operations. McLain 
at this time commenced placing basketball bets 
with this operation and subsequently he was 
persuaded to make financial contributions total­ 
ing approximately $5,700. While McLain believed 
he had become a partner in this operation and 
has so admitted to me in the presence of his per­ 
sonal attorney, it would appear that in fact he 
was the victim of a confidence scheme.”

It appears, on the basis of this statement, 
that the Commissioner is using a “technicality” 
to let McLain off the hook. 
Kuhn said McLain thought he was a part­ 
ner in a bookmaking operation a n d invested 
money in the operation, but is not guilty be­ 
cause in some turn of events he actually was 
duped by the gamblers with whom he associated. 
Tt would be like letting a person enter a store 
with a gun, point the gun at the storekeeper and 
demand money, then free the person on an 
armed robbery charge because the gun wasn’t 
loaded. 
McLain placed bets on sports events, an il­ 
legal practice in Michigan, and invested money 
in what he thought to be a bookmaking opera­ 
tion, also illegal. 
The treatment he received from the com­ 
missioner has to make a few’ players wonder 
about whether or not the “double standard” al­ 
leged about McLain’s conduct by Tiger catcher 
Bill Freehan in his book “Behind The Mask” also 
has penetrated the commissioner’s office. 


NEW CURRICULUM 


Banning Censorship 


Secretary Robert J. Finch of the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare ap­ 
parently got an education from t h e Johnson 
credibility gap and decided the health of his 
relations with the press should be protected, for 
the welfare of all concerned. 
Finch has put a stop to blatant news man­ 
agement in his department, a tactic that created 
the notorious credibility gap with which the 
Johnson administration suffered. The Defense 
Department, under the tutelage of Robert Mc­ 
Namara, conceived the idea of filtering infor­ 
mation going to the press. McNamara tried to 
prevent his subordinates from talking freely 
about the public’s business with representatives 
from newspapers, radio and TV. 
Other department heads picked up the idea 
so that only “good news” would be released, and 
that only to friendly members of the press. The 
impression was created that the administration 
was, to put it kindly distorting the news. One 
national TV commentator was blunter. Ile 
called it lying. News management created con­ 
siderable public ill-will for President Johnson. 
The present head of the National Institute 
of Mental Health recently acted as though he 
were not aware of the furor created over pre­ 
vious attempts at suppressing news. He ordered 
all of his underlings to provide detailed reports 
about their contacts with the news media and 
list “specific information given to the reporter.” 
Finch, in junking the NIMH directive, in­ 
dicated a healthy respect for the people’s right 
to know’. He stated that “this memorandum w’as 
issued without my knowledge and is contrary 
to departmental policy. I w'ould like to reiterate 
my full endorsement of the principle of free­ 
dom of information.” 
Finch is in enough hot water over his de­ 
partment’s radical school theories, such as bus­ 
ing, without getting scalded by a credibility gap. 


Wallace s Third Party 
Loses Strength In U.S. 


By TED SIMMONS 
ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Two 
years ago, George Wallace of 
Alabama won a place on the 
ballot of all 50 states as a third 
party candidate for president. 
He did it through the efforts of 
a group of state organizations 
using various nam es, but re­ 
ferred to generally as the Amer­ 
ican Independent party (AIP). 
At the peak of his campaign, 
there was speculation that Wal­ 
lace’s organization conceivably 
could form the nucleus of a m a­ 
jor perm anent third party offer­ 
ing state and local candidates 
and 
competing with 
Republi­ 
cans and Democrats in some 
states. 
Party Suffering 
As the 1970 elections draw 
closer, however, the AIP, al­ 
m ost everywhere, is suffering 
from a lack of funds, a lack of 
organization and from intra-par­ 
ty squabbles. Its chances, ac­ 
cording to a national survey by 
The Associated Press, of elect­ 
ing anything m ore than a hand­ 
ful of local and-or state officials 
are extremely rem ote. 
In many cases where candi­ 
dates 
are being offered 
this 
year, party spokesmen acknowl­ 
edge that they have little hope 
of winning. Even in the five 
Southern states which Wallace 
carried in 1968, AIP activity is 
either fragm ented or nonexist­ 
ent. 
In Wallace’s hom e state of Al­ 
abam a. ironically, there is no 
AIP. In his presidential cam ­ 
paign Wallace used the regular 
party 
m achinery 
there—Gov. 
A lbert Brewer was one of his 
electors—and Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey was listed as the candi­ 
date for President of two splin­ 
ter groups, the National Demo­ 
cratic Party of Alabama and 
the Alabama Indej>endent Dem­ 
ocratic 
party. 
Wallace 
and 
Brewer are now fighting for the 
Democratic nomination for gov­ 
ernor. 
To Back Democrats 
In Mississippi the situation is 
much the sam e. Regular state 
Dem ocrats formed the basis of 
W allace support, and the m ajor­ 
ity of them aer expected to baey 
state 
Dem ocratic 
candidates 
this year. 
In Georgia, chairm an Roy V. 
H arris says the AIP is “ laying 
low and waiting for ’72,” when 
W allace m ay try for the presi­ 
dency again—if he wins this 
y e a r’s bid for governor. 
One strong W allace support­ 
ers, Dr. McKee H argrett, has 
announced that he will run for 
governor. 
But indications at the moment 
are that if H argrett, a state leg­ 
islator, makes the race it will be 
in the Democratic prim a ry , 
A fight between Walter Car- 
ruth, Arkansas state chairm an, 
and Jim Johnson, national com­ 
m itteem an, has split what there 
is of the AIP in that state, which 
elected a Democratic senator, a 
Republican governor and went 
fen- 
Wallace 
for 
president 
in 
1968. 
Tennessee Concern 
In 
louisiana, 
Dr. 
S. 
R. 
Abramson, state chairm an, said 
the party is considering chal­ 
lenging Rep. Edwin Edwards, a 
Democrat fiom the 7th District. 
But Abramson said the decision 
will depend upon “the availabil­ 
ity 
of 
a 
candidate 
and, 
of 
course, financing.” 
The survey turned up only one 
state—Tennessee—where Demo­ 
crats and Republicans express 
concern about the growth of the 
AIP. 
Officials there say the party 
now has organizations in 70 of 
Tennessee's 
95 
counties, 
and 
“ solid com m itm ents from sev­ 
eral big contributors that they 


will back us in elections this 
y ear.” 
Although 
no 
one 
has 
an­ 
nounced, the party is expected 
to offer candidates for governor, 
at least two congressional seats, 
possibly a U.S. Senate seat and 
many of the state’s 132 seats in 
the legislature. 
But even in Tennessee, pros­ 
pects of success are not bright. 
Elsewhere they arc dim m er. 
Split By Factions 
In North Carolina. Ohio, Cali­ 
fornia. Michigan and Texas, the 
party is split by factional fight­ 
ing. 
W alter Green, a 
Burlington 
attorney, and Reid Stubbs, a 
Charlotte 
restaurant operator, 
are in the midst of a court bat­ 
tle for control of the party in 
North Carolina. 
The conflict will not help the 
chances of the p arty’s two an­ 
nounced 
candidates 
for 
con­ 
gress, 
Gene 
Leggett of 
New 
Bern and Lynwood Bullock of 
Greensboro. 
The Ohio party also has two 
announced candidates—both of 
them for governor and both bat­ 
tling for control of the party. 
The candidates are Robert W. 
Amiable of Parm a Heights, a 
Cleveland suburb, and Edwin G. 
Lawton of Columbus. Both are 
attem pting to have the other's 
nam e stricken from the ballot. 
In California, the fight is be­ 
tween William F. Shearer of 
San Diego, a consultant in politi­ 
cal 
m anagem ent, 
and 
Keith 
Greene of San Francisco, a used 
car salesm an. Greene is recog­ 
nized as chairm an by the secre­ 
tary of state, and is W allace’s 
man. 
Dissension In Banks 
Both have filed as candidates 
for governor, writh the winner 
expected to take a firm grasp of 
the party reins. Shearer has 
running m ates 
for 
lieutenant 
governor, secretary of state and 
U.S. Senate. 
The American party of Texas 
not only has had dissension in 
its own ranks, but difficulties 
with Wallace headquarters as 
well. 
Bard Logan of San Antonio re­ 
signed as state 
chairm an 
in 
January, declaring that “ Wal­ 
lace w’anted to control the state 
of Texas and resisted any effort 
to organize state parties on the 
precinct and county level.” 
In some states, such as Penn­ 
sylvania and Iowa, the AIP may 
attem pt to run write-in candi­ 
dates. 
P arty 
activity 
elsewhere is 
varied. Some examples: 
Harvey H. W’ilder of Hagers­ 
town. Md., has announced for 
the Senate seat now held by Jo­ 
seph D. Tidings, a Dem ocrat, 
and party officials say candi­ 
dates for governor and other 
state offices will be announced. 
But Lawrence B. Scalley, ex­ 


ecutive secretary and general 
counsel for the M aryland party, 
mentioned one problem which 
apparently has plagued the AIP 
every where. “ We got 30 cents in 
the m ail the other day,” he 
said. 
Indiana Candidates 
AIP officials in Indiana say 
they will offer candidates for 
secretary of state, state treasur­ 
er and state auditor, as w’ell as 
local offices. In Missouri, candi­ 
dates have announced 
for the 
U.S. Senate, the U.S. House and 
one legislative seat, but chair­ 
man Elm er Smith says this is 
just to keep the party on the 
ballot. 
There 
are other 
candidates 
and potential candidates scat­ 
tered throughout the states, and 
in a few instances—Idaho and 
Utah appear to be two of the 
best 
examples—efforts 
have 
been m ade to organize from the 
grass roots up. 
Idaho has AIP chairm en in 34 
of the state’s 44 counties and 
plans an assembly in June to 
endorse candidates. 
Utah ha 
organizations in 16 
of 29 counties. State Chairman 
Clyde B. Freem an says the par­ 
ty hopes to have a full slate of 
candidates this year, declaring, 
“ We realize we’re sm all now, 
but we’ve come a long way.”

A budget for the 
1970-71 
school year, carrying an anti­ 
cipated $357,100 deficit, was 
approved for submission to the 
County Allocation Board by the 
Manistique Area board of edu­ 
cation Tuesday night. 


The approval came during a 
special budget review session 
with a good representation of 
teachers in the audience. It had 
been expected that the board 
would establish program priori­ 
ties and makes cuts in certain 
areas. 


“This budget shows the needs 


I of the school district and doesn’t 
necessarily reflect what we’ll 
end up with,” Board President 
Denton Nelson explained. Nel­ 
son added that the budget will 


suffer many revisions before 
formal adoption. 


He went on to say that it was 
impossible to look at a clear 
school financial picture right 
now since the view is obstruct­ 
ed by such uncertainties as 
state aid reimbursement, enroll­ 
ment and contract settlements 
with employes; Most of these 
will not be resolved until fall. 


The board is not obligated to 
submit a balanced budget to the 
County Allocation Board. Last 
year the schools received 6.84 
of the available 15 local mills. 
The district also receives 9.5 
voted millage. 


To meet the tentative budget 
obligations, the board would 
need a 19.3 mill allocation. 


The $375,100 deficit reflects 
an increase of $15,000 over the 
originally estimated deficit bud­ 
get which was compiled last 
month. The schools expect to 
end this fiscal year on June 30 
with an estimated $11,000 defi­ 
cit.

Last fall, the FCC reversed its 
stand and ordered cable televi­ 
sion systems with more than 
3,500 subscribers to begin orig­ 
inating programs by next Jan. 
1. It also gave CATV pennission 
to sell advertising in competi­ 
tion to broadcasters, and said it 
would not oppose the creation of 
cable networks. 


Now, a new rule by the FCC 
shakes the very stiucture of the 
broadcast industry and a pro­ 
posed one would alter the con­ 
cept of network programming. 


The agency adopted a “one- 
to-a-customer” nile for owner­ 
ship of television and raditf sta­ 
tions in the same market. In the 
future no one will be allowed to 
acquire more than one kind of 
station in the same market. 


In addition, the .FCC is under­ 
taking a new inquiry into a Jus­ 
tice Department proposal that 
many existing multimedia com­ 
binations be broken up. It pro­ 
poses a new i*ule that within five 
years owners must reduce their 
present 
holdings 
within 
one 
community to either one AM- 
FM radio combination, a televi­ 
sion station or a nwspaper. 


The FCC said 256 daily news­ 
papers in the nation have broad­ 
cast licenses in the same city. 


Another pi'oposal would pro­ 
hibit the three television net­ 
works 
from 
supplying 
more 
than three hours of program­ 
ming each ndght in the prime 
time hours between 7 and 11 
p.m. 


The idea is to provide first- 
run syndication of programs 
produced without network influ­ 
ence. Individual stations would 
be encouraged to produce local 
programs, particularly those of 
public service. 


The proposal raises economic 
problems for stations. 


They would no doubt turn to 
the same producers the net­ 
works rely upon. These produc­ 
ers to a large degree are subsi­ 
dized by the networks, which oi- 
ten absorb a loss until a new 
program can turn a profit. 


Since the pi'oducers would b« 
venturing into syndication, it is 
unlikely they would attempt any 
progi’amming but the tried and 
true formulas. At the same 
time, many small stations could 
not afford the prices a producer 
would have to charge for • gpod 
first-run program. 


There arc those who doubt 
that such a ruling would serve 
the purposes the commission 
has in mind.

Official Claims 
All Great Lakes 
Fish Contaminated 


LANSING (AP) — A state 
official said Wednesday he be­ 
lieves fish in 
all the Great 
Lakes probably are contaminat­ 
ed by mercury. 


Carlos Fetterolf, siipervisor of 
the water quality appraisal sec­ 
tion of the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources, made the 
comment in a telephone inter­ 
view. 


Fetterolf said tests are bing 
conducted 
to 
determine 
the 
amount of mei*cury in salmon, 
perch 
and chub from 
Lake 
Michigan, Lake Huron, Saginaw 
Bay and Lake St. Clair. He 
said he expects some mercury 
to be found in the fish. 


However, he would not esti­ 
mate how much mercury the 
fish may contain. 


Canadian officials have re­ 
ported finding mercury in fish 
taken from Lakes Erie and St. 
Clair which led them to ban 
sale of fish from parts of those 
lakes. 


The Food and Drug Adnlinis- 
tration has reported that *‘the 
established safe level for merc­ 
ury is zero** and a spokesman 
for the federal agency’s office 
in Detroit said he too believes 
the current tests wiU find some 
traces of mercury in lake fish. 


But the official said he is not 
prepared to say how dangerous 
the mercury content may be for 
human health.

The answers to two of major leag ue base­ 
ball’s most pressing problems hav e been pro­ 
v ided at opposite ends of the country. 
Tn Seattle, Wash., the Seattle Pilots com­ 
pleted the shortest tenure in modern leag ue his­ 
tory, one year, when a federal bankruptcy ref­ 
eree approv ed sale of the financially troubled 
franchise to the Milwaukee Brewers, Tnc. Ap­ 
prov al sent the team packing to Milwaukee less 
than a week before t h e championship season 
opens and left the Pacific Northwest holding 
“only” an $8 2 million anti-trust suit and the 
threat of Cong ressional anti-trust action ag ainst 
baseball. 
In New York. Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
suspended Detroit Tig ers* pitcher Denny McT-ain 
until July 1. a period of less than 90 days from 
the season opener. Kuhn, in his first public com­ 
ment since announcing an indefinate suspension 
of McT-ain earlier this soring , said the nenalty 
is due to Mct.ain “becoming the v ictim of a con- 
fidev tce scheme” inv olv ing Flint g amblers. 
The actions clear up the two situations for 
the oresent, but the ramifications are g oing to 
rumble throug h baseball from top to bottom for 
some time to come.

Getting a majo r league team 
back in Mil­ 
waukee is something that should hav e been done 
long ag o. It bring s baseball back within reach 
o f the Upper Peninsula and to 
s om e deg i'ee 
makes up for the hijacking of the Brav es by 
Atlanta. It is unfortunate, howev er, that Mil­ 
waukee has to g et a team under the Seattle cir­ 
cumstances. 
Althoug h the IMilwaukee Brewers, Inc., are 
g uiltv of none of the piracy which surrounded 
the shift of the Brav es to Atlanta and hav e con­ 
ducted an “abov e board” approach to obtaining 
a franchise for Milwaukee, the leg al and 
lativ e maneuv ers certainly complicate the shift 
of the team.

The McLain case is ano ther matter. 
While the star pitcher’s return to action 
in Julv undoubtedly will lift the fortunes of the 
Detroit Tig ers, the Commissioner’s action im­ 
posing a mere 9 0-day suspension appears hard­ 
ly more than a slap on the wrist considering the 
circumstances specified in the commissioner s 
own statement : 
“In January, 19 67, McLain played an en­ 
g ag ement at a bar in Flint, IMich., and there 
became acquainted with certain g amblers said to 
be inv olv ed in bookmaking operations. McLain 
at this time commenced placing basketball bets 
with this operation and subsequently he was 
persuaded to make financial contributions total­ 
ing approximately $5,700. While McLain believ ed 
he had become a partner in this operation and 
has so admitted to me in the presence of his per­ 
sonal attorney, it would appear that in fact he 
was the v ictim of a confidence scheme.”

It appears, o n the basis of this statement, 
th at the Commissioner is using a “technicality” 
to let McLain off the hook. 
Kuhn said McLain thoug ht he w^as a part­ 
ner in a bookmaking opeiation a n d inv ested 
money in the operation, but is not g uilty be­ 
cause in some turn of ev ents he actually was 
duped bv the g amblers with whom he associated. 
It would be like letting a person enter a store 
with a g un, point the g un at the storekeeper and 
demand money, then free the person on an 
armed robbery charg e because the g un wasn t 
loaded.

Banning Censorship 


Secretary Robert J. Finch of the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare ap­ 
parently g ot an education from t h e Johnson 
credibility g ap and decided the health of his 
relations with the press should be protected, for 
the welfare of all concerned. 
Finch has put a stop to blatant news man­ 
ag ement in his department, a tactic that created 
the notorious credibility g ap with which the 
Johnson administration suffered. The Defense 
Department, under the tutelag e of Robert 
l i e- 
Ñamara, conceiv ed the idea of filtering infor­ 
mation g oing to the press. McNamara tried to 
prev ent his subordinates from talking freely 
about the public’s business with representativ es 
from newspapers, radio and TV. 
Other department heads picked up the Idea 
so that only “g ood news” would be released, and 
that only to fnendly members of the press. The 
impression w'as created that the administration 
was, to put it kindly distorting the news. One 
national TV commentator was blunter. He 
called it lying . News manag ement created con­ 
siderable public ill-will for President Johnson. 
The present head of the National Institute 
of Mental Health recently acted as thoug h he 
were not aware of the furor created ov er pre­ 
v ious attempts at suppressing news. He ordered 
aU of his underling s to prov ide detailed reports 
about their contacts with the news media and 
list “specifíc information g iv en to the reporter.” 
Finch, in junking the NIMH directiv e, in­ 
dicated a healthy respect for the people’s rig ht 
to know. He stated that “this memorandum was 
issued without my knowledg e and is contrary 
to departmental policy. I w^oiild like to reiterate 
my full endorsement of the principle of free­ 
dom of information.” 
Finch is in enoug h hot water ov er his de­ 
partm ent’s i’adical school theories, such as bus­ 
ing , without g etting scalded by a credibility g ap. 


NEW CURRICULUM 


Wallace's Third Party 
Loses Strength In U.S. 


By TED SIMMONS 
ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Two 
years ag o, Georg e Wallace of 
Alabama won a place on the 
ballot of all 50 states as a third 
I>arty candidate for president. 
He did it throug h the efforts of 
a g roup of state org anizations 
using v arious names, but re­ 
ferred to g enerally as the Amer­ 
ican Independent party (AIP). 
At the peak of his campaig n, 
there was speculation that Wal­ 
lace’s org anization conceiv ably 
could form the nucleus of a ma­ 
jor permanent third party offer­ 
ing state and local candidates 
and competing with Republi­ 
cans and Democrats in some 
states. 
Party Suffering 
As the 1970 elections draw 
closer, howev er, the AIP, al­ 
most ev ciywhere. is suffering 
from a lack of funds, a lack of 
org anization and from intra-par­ 
ty squabbles. Its chances, ac­ 
cording to a national surv ey by 
The Associated Press, of elect­ 
ing anything more than a hand­ 
ful of local and-or state officials 
are extremely remote. 
In many cases where candi­ 
dates are being offered 
this 
year, party spokesmen acknowl­ 
edg e that they hav e little hope 
of winning . Ev en in the fiv e 
Southern states which Wallace 
carried in 1968 , AIP activ ity is 
either frag mented or nonexist­ 
ent. 
In Wahace’s home state of Al­ 
abama, ironically, there is no 
AIP. In his presidential cam­ 
paig n Wallace used the reg ular 
party 
machinery 
there—Gov . 
Albert Brewer was one of his 
electors—and Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey was listed as the candi­ 
date for President of tw'o .splin­ 
ter g roups, the National Demo­ 
cratic Party of Alabama and 
the Alabama Independent Dem­ 
ocratic 
party. 
Wallace 
and 
Brewer are now fig hting for the 
Democratic nomination for g ov ­ 
ernor. 
To Back Demo crats 
In Mississippi the situation is 
much the same. Reg ular .state 
Democrats formed the basis of 
Wallace support, and the major­ 
ity of them aer expected to bacy 
state 
Democratic 
candidates 
this year. 
In Georg ia, chairman Roy V. 
Harris says the AIP is “ laying 
low and waiting for ’72,“ when 
Wallace may try for the presi­ 
dency ag ain—if he wins this 
year’s bid for g ov ernor. 
One strong Wallace sup{x>rt- 
ers. Dr. McKee Harg rett. has 
announced that he will nin for 
g ov ernor. 
But indications at the moment 
are that if Harg rett, a state leg ­ 
islator, makes the race it will be 
in the Democratic primary. 
A fig ht between Waiter Car- 
ruth, Arkansas state chairman, 
and Jim Johnson, national com­ 
mitteeman. has split what there 
is of the AIP in that state, which 
elected a Demociatic senator, a 
Republican g ov ernor and went 
foi* Wallace for president in 
1968 . 
Tennessee Co ncern 
In 
Ix)uisiana, 
Dr. 
S. 
R. 
Abramson, state chairman, said 
the party is considering chal­ 
leng ing Rep. Edwin Edwards, a 
Democrat from the 7th 
But Abramson said the decision 
will dejxmd ufxin “the av ailabil­ 
ity 
of 
a 
candidate 
and, 
of 
course, financing .” 
Tbe surv ey turned up only one 
state—Tennessee—where Demo­ 
crats and Republicans express 
concern about the g rowth of the 
AIP. 
Officials there say the party 
now has org anizations in 70 of 
Tennessee’s 
95 
counties, 
and 
“solid commitments from sev ­ 
eral big contributors that they 


will back us in elections this 
year.” 
Althoug h 
no 
one 
has 
an­ 
nounced. the party is expected 
to offer candidates for g ov ernor, 
at least two cong ressional seats, 
possibly a U.S. Senate seat and 
many of the state’s 132 seats in 
the leg islature. 
But ev en in Tennessee, pros­ 
pects of success are not brig ht. 
Elsewhere tJhey are dimmer. 
Split By Factio ns 
Tn Nortli Carolina, Ohio, Cali­ 
fornia. Michig an and Texas, the 
party is split by factional fig ht­ 
ing . 
Walter Green, a Burling ton 
attorney, and Reid Stubbs, a 
CharlotW restaurant operator, 
are in the midst of a court bat­ 
tle for control of the party in 
North Carolina. 
The conflict wiU not help the 
chances of the party’s two an­ 
nounced 
candidates 
for 
con­ 
g ress, Gene Leg g ett of New' 
Bern and Lynwood Bullock of 
Greensboro. 
The Ohio party also has two 
announced candidates—both of 
them for g ov ernor and both bat­ 
tling for control of the party, 
I ’he candidates are Robert W. 
Amiable of Parm a Heig hts, a 
Clev eland suburb, and Edwin G. 
Lawton of Columbus. Both are 
attempting to hav e the other’s 
name stricken from the ballot. 
In California, the fig ht is be­ 
tween William F. Shearer of 
San Dieg o, a consultant in politi­ 
cal 
manag ement, 
and 
Keith 
Greene of San Francisco, a used 
car salesman. Greene is recog ­ 
nized as chairman by the secre­ 
tary of state, and is Wallace’s 
man. 
Dissensio n In Ranks 
Both hav e filed as candidates 
for g ov ernor, with the winner 
expected to take a firm g rasp of 
the party reins. Shearer has 
running mates 
for 
lieutenant 
g ov ernor, secretary of state and 
U.S. Senate. 
The American party of Texas 
not only has had dissension in 
its owm ranks, but difficulties 
with Wallace headquarters as 
well. 
Bard Ixig an of San Antonio re­ 
sig ned as state chairman in 
January, declaring that “Wal­ 
lace wanted to control the state 
of Texas and resisted any effort 
to org anize state parties on the 
precinct and county lev el.” 
In some states, such as Penn­ 
sylv ania and Iowa, the AIP may 
attem pt to run write-in candi­ 
dates. 
Party activ ity elsewhere is 
v aried. Some examples; 
Harv ey H. Wilder of Hag ers­ 
town. Md., has announced for 
the Senate seat now held by Jo­ 
seph D. Tyding s, a Democrat, 
and party officials say candi­ 
dates for g ov ernor and other 
state offices will be announced. 
But Lawrence B. Scalley, ex­ 


ecutiv e secretary and g eneral 
counsel for the Maryland party, 
mentioned one problem which 
apparently has plag ued the AIP 
ev erywhere. “We g ot 30 cents in 
the mail the other day,” he 
said. 
Indiana Candidates 
AIP officials in Indiana say 
they wiU offer candidates for 
secretai*y of state, state treasur­ 
er and state auditor, as well as 
local offices. In Missouri, candi­ 
dates hav e announced 
for the 
U.S. Senate, the U.S. House and 
one leg islativ e seat, but chair­ 
man Elmer Smith says this is 
Just to keep the party on the 
ballot. 
There are other candidates 
and potential candidates scat­ 
tered throug hout the states, and 
in a few instances—Idaho and 
Utah appear to be two of the 
best 
examples—efforts 
hav e 
been made to org anize from the 
g rass roots up. 
Idaho has AIP chairmen in 34 
of the state’s 44 counties and 
plans an assembly in June to 
endorse candidates. 
Utah ha 
oi*g anizations in 16 
of 29 counties. State Chairman 
Clyde B'. Freeman says the par­ 
ty hopes to hav e a full slate of 
candidates this year, declaring , 
“We realize we’re small now, 
but we’v e come a long way.’*
